Guthrie, Okla., May 2s.—Challeng­ 
ing the authority of the defendant in 
error, G. E. Autrey, to Institute a 
' -iiit either in a private o r official 
capacity, and declaring that the con­ 
st’* itional convention has the power 
to create counties under the section 
of the enabling act which gives the 
convention authority “to form a con­ 
stitution 
and 
state government for 
the proposed state,” attorneys for the 
constitutional convention 
filed 
their 
briefs in the supreme court in ap­ 
pealing from the decision of Judge 
Pancoast of Alva. 
In the case made filed today dis­ 
solution was asked of the permanent 
injunction granted by Judge Pancoast 
restraining Gov. 
Frantz, 
President 
Murray and Secretary Young of th** 
convention from issuing an election 
proclamation until the division of o r­ 
ganized counties in Oklahoma is elim­ 
inated. 
It is maintained that tie* convention 


has power to divide for elections in 
such new counties as the Oklahoma 
election lay has no provision for cre­ 
ating such election machinery. 
It is also held that the conven­ 
tion may adjourn and reconvene for 
the purpose of providing an ordinance 
for an election in the new counties. 
In perfecting an appeal the state­ 
ment Is made that the district court j 
erred in making the injunction penna-1 
nent, and t^e supreme court is re-J 
quested to dissolve it. 
The court will convene on June 4 in 
the regular June session, and in all 
probability the case will be advanced 
on thw docket and heard early in th** 
session.
